Important Meeting ol the Trustees In- 


New York Yesterday. 


NEW YOKE, July 
2.—The annual 


meeting of the American Cotton Oil 
Trust was held at the office of the 
trustees in the Union Trust building 
No. 80 Broadway at noon yesterday. 
Four hundred and seventeen thousand 
shares were repj^sented. First ^-co- 
President Urquhart presided, '^neral 
Thomas made a statement iff behalf of 
the trustees for tho benefit of tho certi- 
ficate-holders present, outlining the ac- 
tion taken in the affairs of tho Trust 
since tho change in management after 
the resignation of Messrs. Fligler and 
Moss. 


Mr. Urquhart then presented a state- 


ment which ho announced was all that 
the executive officers could at present 
make. 
At a special meeting lield in 


May tho date of the annual meeting had 
been changed to July 1, instead of Sep- 
tember 1, and owing to tho change a 
more detailed statement could not bo 
prepared. 


After tho reading and adoption of 


this report it was moved to proceed 
with tho election of trustees. 
Colonel 


Bliss rose at this point and said that ha 
wished to offer a resolution, ag fol- 
lows:

Rfsolretl, That tho trustees to be elected to- 


day bo instructed to examine the books of 
the Trint and to inquire of tho outgoing 
trustees and of counsel to the company unit 
other proper quarters, and to ascertain if it 
is true thut former ofllcers of the Trust en- 
tered Into a written agreement with the firm 
of Wlnslow, Lanler A Co. in the name of the 
American Oil Company, of New York, by 
which it was agreed that purchases and 
Hales of stock and securities wore to bo 
made through cr by said firm; and whether 
it Is true that said olhcers, with or without 
written agreements, opened accounts with 
tlio flrni of Decker, Ilowell & Co., and Moore 
& Schley in tho name of aaul American Oil 
Company, or some other compiny prac- 
tically owned or controled by our trustees, 
and whether said firms rendered accounts 
showing purchases and stiles for and on ac- 
count of snld company and in its name, and 
whether it is true that such oporations 
through snkl lirrus resulted in a loss to tho

works of Hondricks and in concluding, 
asked Mrs. Hendricks to accept the 
wreath as a token ol esteem and admi- 
ration for her illustrious husband who 
in his life time had so ably -bampioned 
tho principles so dear to Tammany 
Hall.

BUILDING TBB SEWiHIRR 


Tne Start is Made and Work is 


Going Ahead Rapidly. 


Contractor Hunt m making rapid prog- 


ress m pushing ahead with the work of 
building the sewer on Broadway. 
He 


has 40 men at work to-day. The excava- 
tion starts at the south line of East 
Prairie street and the five-foot sewer will 
empty into the branch under the culvert. 
The walls of the sewer are nine inches 
thick and the masons make the arch over 
a wooden curve, which is taken out and 
moved ahead as the brick arch is com- 
pleted. At present tha trench is dug 15 
feet deep. It is 7 feet wide at the top. 
la places the sewer will be 20 and 25 feet 
deep. Then the sewer digging machin- 
ery—a system of buckets—will be used. 
The machinery has arrived from Boston, 
but until the engine comes from New 
i'ork, the apparatus cannot be used. 
The excavation thus far has extended 
north on Broadway nearly as far us Wil- 
liam street. The Broadway sewer will 
go as far north as Sacgamon street, two 
blocks north of the Wabash railway- 
Then it extends east n.nd west and goes 
northward in two branches to the limits. 


With reasonably good weather Con- 


tractor Hunt will forge ahead in good 
shape and will put the people and teams 
to as little inconvenience as possible. The 
total cost of the sewers will be in the 
neighborhood of 8125,000.
